Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  fourth  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for 
the  year  19&7.  Included  in  the  report  is  a  summary  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors’  work  for  the  year  compiled  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  at  mid  1  9&7  showed  an  increase 
of  430  on  the  estimated  mid  1966  population,  and  an  increase  of  3 ,009  on 
the  census  population  of  1 9&1 . 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  District  compared  favourably  with  those 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  number  of  live  births  exceeded 
deaths  by  230. 

The  area  comparability  factors  for  birth  and  death  rates  included  in 
this  report  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  They  make  allowances 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population 
differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  In  addition  the  death 
comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  the  area.  When  the  local  crude 
birth  and  death  rates  axe  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability 
factor  they  axe  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with 
the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 

The  Joint  Sewage  Works  at  Keysworth  and  the  Sewage  Works  at  Black  Heath 
will  alleviate  the  problems  at  Sandford,  Carey,  Bere  Regis  and  Lytchett 
Matravers.  Holton  Heath  and  Beacon  Hill  require  to  be  sewered  to  eliminate 
the  nuisances  that  occur.  Toilet  facilities  are  required  at  Bere  Regis, 
Upton  and  Shell  Bay.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  which  was  formed  on 
the  1st  April  i960,  controls  the  public  water  supply  in  the  District 
apart  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Water  Undertaking.  In  the 
areas  supplied  by  public  supplies  the  water  has  been  adequate  and 
maintained  at  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity. 

Poole  and  East  Dorset  Vfater  B oard's  Supply 

The  north-west  part  of  the  District  is  supplied  from  the 
Briantspuddle  Waterworks  which  obtains  its  water  from  two  boreholes. 

The  supply  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  distribution  to  the 
parishes  of  Affpuddle,  Tumerspuddle ,  Bere  Regis,  Wool  with  a  bulk 
supply  to  Bovington  Camp,  Winfrith  and  Moreton.  The  latter  parishes 
are  supplied  by  a  main  from  the  Black  Hill  reservoir  via  Gallows  Hill. 

The  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy  Establishment  has  a  bulk  supply 
direct  from  a  new  reservoir  near  Cullpeppers  Dish. 

Bloxworth  and  Morden  have  a  self-contained  supply  from  a  borehole 
in  Bloxworth  parish.  The  supply  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before 
distribution.  Although  the  bacteriological  results  have  been  satis¬ 
factory  this  supply  has  always  been  suspect.  It  is  to  be  replaced 
by  supplying  these  two  villages  from  Milbome  St.  Andrew  Waterworks. 

The  P.V.C.  main  is  being  laid  from  Finterborne  Anderson  to  Bloxworth. 

A  new  main  is  being  laid  from  Gallows  Hill  to  Worgret  with  a 
branch  to  Binnegar.  When  completed  Briantspuddle  water  will  be  able 
to  be  pumped  into  the  Wareham  area  and  from  there  northwards  and  south¬ 
wards  if  required.  Alternatively  Sturminster  Marshall  and/or  Corfe 
Mullen  water  will  be  able  to  be  pumped  into  the  north-west  part  of 
the  District. 

The  parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  Lytchett  Matravers  are 
supplied  from  the  Sturminster  Marshall  Waterworks  and  the  Corfe  Mullen 
Waterworks.  At  any  time  the  water  may  be  from  either  Works  or  a 
mixture  of  both.  The  Corfe  Mullen  water  has  had  most  of  the  hardness 
removed  by  chemicals,  but  the  Sturminster  Marshall  water  is  hard  as  it 
has  not  been  treated  by  a  softening  process.  Otherwise  the  two  supplies 
are  fullytreated  and  highly  satisfactory.  A  new  reservoir  of  three 
million  gallons  is  to  be  constructed  near  the  school  in  Lytchett  Matravers 
to  store  water  from  the  Sturminster  Marshall  Works.  The  reservoir  will 
be  mainly  to  serve  the  Poole  area. 

The  former  Admiralty  main  conveys  water  from  Corfe  Mullen  and/or 
Sturminster  Marshall  to  Holton  Heath.  The  extension  of  this  main 
southwards  to  Corfe  Castle  takes  the  mixed  supply  to  Sandford,  Carey, 
Stoborough,  Ridge,  Corfe  Castle,  Harmans  Cross,  Langton  Matravers,  Acton 
and  Worth  Matravers. 

The  Worgret  Waterworks  which  belonged  to  the  Wareham  Borough 
Council  prior  to  i960,  pumps  water  from  a  shallow  well  with  a  high  iron 
content.  The  part  of  the  Rural  District  supplied  from  there  is  the 
Bestwall  area.  The  mixed  supply  from  Holton  Heath  has  been  distributed 
there  also. 

Corfe  Castle  Works  have  not  been  in  use  during  1967.  The  open 
sand  filters  have  been  abandoned  and  a  new  treatment  plant  installed 
including  apparatus  for  superchlorination  followed  by  dechlorination. 
Because  of  possible  danger  of  contamination  when  water  near  the  Works 
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is  high,  pumping  -will  only  be  carried  on  when  it  is  below  a 
defined  limit.  Bacteriological  results  have  been  poor  and 
so  far  no  water  has  been  pumped  for  distribution. 

Water  pumped  from  Ulwell  is  only  distributed  in  the  Swanage 
Urban  District  during  peak  hours;  it  is  not  distributed  to  the 
Rural  District. 

Church  Rnowle  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  local  spring  which 
is  generally  satisfactory.  During  the  year  due  to  flooding  in  the 
area  the  bacteriological  content  of  the  water  was  adversely  affected. 
It  is  proposed  that  a  new  main  will  be  laid  from  Corfe  Castle  to 
Church  Rnowle, and  the  spring  supply  no  longer  used. 

The  Water  Board  intends  supplying  the  houses  along  the  Furzebrook 
Road  when  funds  arc  available,  and  also  houses  around  Hyde. 


Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Wrater  Undertaking 

The  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  supplies  piped  water  statutorily  to 
West  Lulworth  from  a  20  ft.  well  in  the  village.  Before  distribution 
it  is  chlorinated  and  has  always  been  found  to  be  satisfactory 
bacteriologically . 

The  Estate  distributes  water  from  West  Lulworth  privately  to 
East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Keynes.  It  also  supplies  water  to  East 
Chaldon  village  and  Estate  farms  in  Winfrith  and  Chaldon  Herring 
parishes  from  a  25  ft.  well  near  East  Chaldon.  This  supply  is  treated 
with  chlorine  before  distribution. 


Kinyiieridge 

The  supply  to  this  village  has  been  improved  during  the  year. 

The  water  is  now  from  several  small  springs  which  is  piped  by  gravity 
to  a  reservoir  in  the  village.  There  it  is  pressure  filtered  and 
supplied  to  the  village  and  the  houses  around  Kimme ridge  Bay. 


Kingston 

This  village  has  a  small  piped  gravity  supply  from  surface 
springs.  The  water  is  chlorinated  with  satisfactory  bacteriological 
results  throughout  the  year.  Blashenwell  Camp  is  also  supplied 
from  this  source.

The  National  Trust  supplies  water  to  the  houses  on  the  island. 
The  water  is  obtained  from  small  surface  sources  and  is  then  filtered 
and  chlorinated.  Bacteriological  results  have  been  satisfactory.

The  water  supplied  during  the  year  was  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands 
in  the  area  supplied,  by  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board.  Only  the 
raw  water  from  Worgret  had  any  plumbo-solvency  and  this  was  corrected 
during  the  iron  removal  process  continuously  applied  at  the  pumping  station. 

Frequent  checks  of  chlorine  residual  were  made  in  the  control  of  treat¬ 
ment  plants  and  in  supplies  taken  from  mains  and  consumers  taps  in  the  area.

It  must  be  realised  that  many  of  these  samples  were  taken  from  private 
wells  and  springs.  Included  in  these  samples  are  those  of  water  distributed 
by  the  Lulworth  Estate  Water  Undertaking.  Eighteen  other  samples  were  taken 
by  the  officials  of  the  Dorset  County  Council  mainly  from  school  premises; 
all  were  satisfactory.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL

sewering  of  villages  in  the  District  which  have  a  mains  water  supply. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Leonard,  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  notes  on  the 
progress  of  the  schemes. 


Matravers 


Work  on  Stage  I  of  this  scheme  commenced  on  April  24th  19&7.  It  in¬ 
cludes  the  whole  of  the  sewerage,  pumping  stations  and  rising  mains  serving 
Bere  Regis  together  with  the  Joint  Disposal  Works  at  Black  Heath  which  are 
to  serve  Bere  Regis  and  Lytchett  Matravers. 


It  is  hoped  that  Stage  I  will  become  operational  by  the  end  of  April, 

1968. 


Drawings  and  Contract  Documents  are  being  prepared  for  Stage  II  which 
includes  the  sewerage,  pumping  stations  and  rising  mains  serving  Lytchett 
Matravers.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry  will  allow  tenders  to  be  invited 
for  this  scheme  in  the  Spring  of  1 968. 


Wareham  Joint 


Works 


Work  on  this  scheme  began  on  September  18th  1  9&7  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  plant  will  become  operational  during  1968. 


Sandford 

New  trunk  S.W.  and  foul  sewers  from  Sandford,  crossing  under  the 
Railway  line,  to  the  new  works  are  included  in  the  above  contract  and  these 
will  make  it  possible  to  demolish  the  existing  pumping  station  at  Keysworth 
Drive . 


Sewerage  and  Sewage 


Sewerage  schemes  have  been  fully  prepared  for  Organford  Road  and  Beacon 
Hill  areas  and  it  is  hoped  that  Ministry  approval  will  be  forthcoming  to 
allow  tenders  to  be  invited  during  1968. 


Preliminary  work  is  being  carried  out  on  a  sewerage  scheme  for  Lytchett 
Minster  Village  and  the  relief  of  the  existing  Upton  plant. 

The  Rural  District  Council  have  accepted  the  need  for  further  schemes 
for  Affpuddle  and  Bri  ant  spuddle,  Stoborough  and  Ridge,  Acton,  Worth  Matravers, 
Winfrith,  Church  Knowle ,  Morden  and  Bloxworth.

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Public  Sewerage  System 


The  West  Lulworth  sewage  which  is  untreated  is  discharged  inthe  sea  in 
deep  water  to  the  west  of  Lulworth  Cove.  Bestwall  and  Carey  sewage  are 
discharged  untreated  into  the  adjoining  Ware  ham  Borough  sewers.  Langton 
Matravers  sev<rage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the  Swanage  Urban  District 
Council's  sewers.  Sanaford  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge 
drying  and  effluent  filtration,  the  effluent  is  discharged  in  the  River 
Piddle.  Yfool,  Corfe  Castle,  Upton  and  Studland  sewage  are  similarly 
treated  and  discharged  into  the  Rivers  Frorne  and  Corfe,  and  Lytchett  Bay 
and  Brand's  Bay  respectively. 


Public  Conveniences 
Corfe  Castle 


Since  1  951  the  Rural  District  Council  have  provided  a  public  convenience 
to  meet  the  need  of  the  tourists  visiting  the  village. 

Lulworth  C  o  ve 

Conveniences  are  supplied  at  Lulworth  Cove  by  the  Castle  Estate  to 
meet  the  need  of  visitors.  These  conveniences  were  rebuilt  in  1967  by  the 
Council  jointly  with  the  Estate. 

Studland 

The  Council  converted  the  old  telephone  exchange  in  1 958  into  public 
conveniences.  Conveniences  are  provided  at  both  ends  of  the  beach  by  the 
Estate  owner  to  meet  the  need  of  visitors.  The  one  near  the  main  beach 

has  been  reconstructed  with  the  advent  of  the  new  water  and  sewerage  system. 
The  other  will  be  replaced  in  1968.

The  Council  has  agreed  that  a  public  convenience  should  be  erected 
in  Wool  and  will  be  completed  in  1968. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSINC- 


Ref use  Collection 

The  pilot  paper  sack  scheme  carried  out  at  Arnold’s  Caravan  Site 
was  so  successful  that  the  owner  has  carried  it  on  at  his  own  expense. 
However,  it  showed  that  a  general  extension  of  the  system  to  cover  the 
whole  District  would  be  uneconomic  until  a  back  door  collection  is  the 
recognised  method  required  by  the  Government.  Nevertheless  private 
undertakings  such  as  Estate  enterprises  are  being  encouraged  to  use 
this  method  at  their  own  expense  and  facilities  are  offered  through  the 
Council  for  obtaining  holders,  stands  and  paper  sacks.  This  system  has 
been  operating  successfully  on  Brownsea  Island  and  with  the  Smedmore 
Estate. 

Increasing  pressure  on  this  service  made  it  desirable  to  provide 
for  an  additional  refuse  wagon  and  crew  of  three.  To  this  end  a  new 
vehicle  was  ordered  for  delivery  early  in  1968.  However,  it  seems 
probable  that  the  Government's  drive  for  economies  will  make  it  necessary 
to  postpone  the  employment  of  additional  men  during  the  coming  year. 


Parking  places,  especially  laybys  on  A  roads,  but  increasingly  on 
minor  roads,  continue  to  be  an  eyesore  by  the  amount  of  rubbish  left 
lying  around  by  the  public.  Where  possible  litter  bins  or  sacks  are 
supphed  and  emptied  by  the  refuse  service. 


Cesspool 


Demands  for  this  service  are  still  increasing  and  the  outbreak  of 
foot-and-mouth  disease  made  tipping  even  more  difficult  than  usual. 


It  is  clear  that  the  time  is  approaching  when  the  Rural  District 
Council  will  have  to  acquire  an  area  of  heathland  and/or  construct  a 
special  plant  for  the  disposal  of  all  sludge. 


ATOMIC  ENERGY  RESEARCH  ESTABLISHMENT,  WINFRITH 


Liaison 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Liaison  Committee  which  was  set 
up  in  1 959,  to  deal  with  health,  safety  and  the  public  relation  aspects 
of  this  research  establishment. 

Disposal  of  Radioactive  Wastes 

Radioactive  waste  from  this  establishment  is  conveyed  by  a  small 
pipe  inside  a  larger  pipe  to  Arish  Mell  from  where  the  pipe  line  extends 
two  miles  out  to  sea.  With  the  tidal  peculiarities  caused  by  the  Isle 
of  Portland  the  tides  flow  towards  the  shore  for  three  hours  and  away 
from  the  land  for  nine  hours;  this  helps  to  stop  any  radioactive  effluent 
being  washed  towards  the  shore.  No  complaints  have  been  received  re¬ 
garding  the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes.  The  quantity  discharged 
during  1  9&7  and  the  strength  of  the  effluent  were  considerably  less  than 
the  amounts  permitted  under  the  official  authorisation.

The  total  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  36 
more  than  in  1966.  Council  houses  completed  were  more  in  196?  than 
1966,  but  the  number  of  new  private  houses  completed  dropped. 
Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  were  continued. 

Again  a  moderate  policy  of  slum  clearance  has  been  pursued 
throughout  the  year,  this  being  paired  with  Council  house  allocation 
for  displaced  tenants  with  the  result  that  2  undertakings  not  to  use 
houses  for  human  habitation  until  rendered  fit  were  accepted.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria  or  enteric  fever 
(typhoid  and  paratyphoid)  was  notified  during  the  year.  Also  there  was 
no  case  of  the  international  quarantinable  diseases,  i.e.  plague,  cholera, 
yellow  fever,  smallpox,  typhus  and  relapsing  fever  in  the  district. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  acute  poliomyelitis  can  be 
attributed  to  the  effective  immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children 
against  these  diseases.  Babies  are  immunised  with  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  vaccine  combined  with  tetanus  (lockjaw)  vaccine  in  the 
first  six  months  of  life.  A  reinforcing  dose  is  given  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  months,  and  again  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  just  prior  to 
entering  school  at  five  years.  A  few  of  the  general  practitioners  in 
the  area  use  the  quadruple  vaccine  which  includes  the  Salk  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  combined  with  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  vaccine. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes 
all  persons  up  to  forty  years  of  age  and  certain  priority  groups  above 
this  age  likely  to  be  exposed  to  special  risk  of  infection.  Almost  all 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  by  mouth  with  the  Sabin  vaccine, 
i.e.  a  modified  live  virus.  A  reinforcing  dose  is  given  to  children 
when  they  enter  school. 

Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  performed 
between  twelve-months  and  twenty-four  months  as  advised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  being  the  safest  age  for  this  procedure.  The  multi¬ 
pressure  technique  is  used. 


Scar let_  Fever 

Although  a  mild  disease  now,  scarlet  fever  is  still  notifiable. 
One  case  was  notified  compared  with  four  in  the  previous  year.

Nineteen  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  The  infection 
continues  to  be  relatively  mild,  but  there  has  been  increase  also  in 
the  surrounding  districts. 


Measles 


19^7  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles.  311  cases  were  notified 
compared  with  77  in  19^6. 


Tuberculosis 

There  was  one  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  two  cases 
of  non-re sp ir at ory  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 

At  five  years  old  new  school  entrants  are  tested  for  tuberculosis 
by  the  Ileaf  skin  test.  Very  few  positives  are  found  and  no  positive  child 
was  found  to  have  active  tuberculosis.  This  testing  is  useful  as  it  may 
give  a  lead  to  a  relative  who  has  not  been  diagnosed  as  tuberculous. 

At  thirteen  years  of  age  all  school  children  are  retested  by  the  Heaf 
test.  If  still  negative  they  are  offered  vaccina.tion  against  tuber¬ 
culosis  with  B.C.G-.  vaccine.
